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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-16 and 21-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Bhalakia et al (col. 8, lines 19-29 and 45-48; col. 1 1 , lines 17-52; col. 

12, lines 4-15; col. 22, lines 14-15) in view of Dalzell et al (col. 5, line 60 through col. 6, 

line 39- in particular see column 6, lines 13-16) essentially for reasons of record noting 

the following. 

Concerning the utilization of polycarbonate for the base resin to make the lens, see the 
primary reference, col. 22, lines 14-15. While Bhalakia et al does indeed stretch the 
base film— which contains the polarizing moiety— there is no disclosure therein of 
stretching the laminate once assembled, or stretching the support layers. Hence, the 
use of an optically isotropic cellulose ester protective layer in the method of Bhalakia et 
al as taught in Dalzell et al (col. 6, lines 13-16) would have been prime facie obvious for 
the reason noted in the latter. 

2. Applicanfs arguments filed October 17, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant submits that the laminate of Bhalakia et al is 
stretched, and hence the protective layer could not be optically isotropic. However, an 
electronic review of the specification reveals that the only disclosure to stretching 
involves the base film, not the support layers. Hence, the combination as applied is 
submitted to render the claims prime facie obvious. It has not been shown that the 
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temperature of the molten polycarbonate would provide any problem. It certainly does 
not with the laminate of the primary reference and it is not at all clear that a laminate 
with an optically isotropic protective support layer would provide problems not 
evidenced in the primary reference. Again, the primary reference does not teach 
stretched support layers, but merely a stretched polarizing layer, which would be 
conventional in the art.
